Meeting in Savannah, Gs. 

(By Special Correspondence.) 

The 35th annual meeting of the 
National Baptist Convention opened 
in Chicago, Wednesday morning, 
September 8, and" closed Monday 
evening, the Uth. The opening ses- 
sions wera marked by scenes of great 
disturbance, which brought discredit 
Dpon (he funvmijoii, thoiiaU due, 
largely, to the selfishness and greed 
of a few men. But the published re- 
ports lent out through the Associated 
Press i were gross cicagge rations, 
written with the usual purpose of 
trying to ridicule everything the 
Negro does. There have been re- 
ligious gatherings of white people 
where pandemonium reigned, blows 
were struck and permanent divisions 
occurred. Had all this happened in 
Chicago it would have been no more 
than the writer hat witnessed at 
white conventions. But. it did not 
happen. 

. After the opening session, the work 
of the convention went on smoothly 
in the end, nor could the opening dis- 
turbance have occurred had not a 
certain faction, knowing itself to be 
in the wrong, and fearing unfavor- 
able action, come with all plans 
made to split the convention. They 
did not succeed however. Whan 
they tound they could not control 
affairs, they walked ' out with a few 
henchmen and sympathizers and or- 
ganized an opposing convention in 
a neighboring church. 

The National Baptist Convention 
proceeded with its work, re-elected 
Dr. E. C Morris president, mapped 
ont a Constructive pitjgi ill for the 
year, and arranged to handle in a 
dignified and legal manner the trouble 
which culminated in . the riot of 
Wednesday morning. It is generally 
known that this trouble _*oncernS 
the management of the publication 
board at Nashville hnd the connec- 
tion with it of Dr. R, H. Boyd. It 
was the Boyd faction which tried to 
split the convention, and did so— at 
least temporarily. 

The routine work of the conven- 
tion is not of general 'public inter- 
est, hence ii is not detailed here. A 
signal event of the big meeting was 
the masterly address al Dr. Booker 
T. Washington on Friday night, to 
a crowd which filled the immense 
armory. 

Conjointly with the convention 
was the 15th annual session of the 
women'i body, held at Olivet Baptist 
Church. Two thousand delegates 
were present from .alt parti of the 
Country, aad every session was 
marked by dignity. poi>e, self-control 
and religioui fervor. The entire pro- 
gram was carried out as per schedule 
and the Spotlit women set an ex- 
ample that the men would do welt to 
follow. ' Their convention ended 
Sunrtav night. The next National 
Baptist Convention will be held at 
Savannah, Of. ».

While 
Hanuvk did not sign the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, he used 
his ureal influence in its behalf, which 
awakened the gratitude of Washing, 
ton. "-He was. prepossessing in man- 
ner, and pjaaionaicly food of the ele- 
gant pleasures of life, of dancing.

We feel aomewbat like auesttonlnsj 
the title of thla lesson. It can be used 
aa a temperance lesson no doubt, but 
to attribute Ban-hadad'a defeat entire- 
ly to drunkenness la not quit* true to 
the facta, Jehovah's ]o*1nnij ot Ida 
name (v. 11) and the enemies' con- 
tempt for Jehovah (w. IS, 28) are the 
fundamental causes of the defeat of 
the Syrians though, Ot course, drunk- 
enness, aa an exhibition of self-indulg- 
ence and therefor* of weakness, waa 
■ natural accompaniment of that con- 
tempt for God. 

I. Arab's Predicament, w. 10-12. 
The Syrian king's contemptuous treat- 
ment at Abab (v*. 14> M last became 
so «■«■*( thai-lcrehaer daeperatlon the 
people refused tollaten to hi* demands 
(v. tl. His forcea tar overwhelmed 
the little army of Israel In. 1. 10, 
27), but one wag on Abab'i aid* who 
had not yet withdrawn bis mercy from 
Israel and with whom Ben-hadad could 
not oops (v. 13, Rom. Isttj Pbil. 
4:13). Ben-hadad waa the moat. pow- 
erful monarch of hla time of those na- 
Uom bordering, upon the liedlter- 
rsunean. The march ot his army waa 
UK* "a tempest or hall, an overwhelm- 
ing scourge" with unrestrained power. 
The effect waa worse then the plaguea 
of Egypt. But Ben-badad waa a drunk- 
ard, a habitual one (w. IMS). 
Samaria was rich and thla king: want 
ed it even aa intemperance alwayi 
lusts after the wealth of youth and 
the gold of a nation (vt. a, II). Drink 
alwaya makea a fool of Its victim and 
doom* to ultimate defeat all who yield 
to It* power (CD, 16:9; II 8am. 13:23; 
Ptot. 31:4, B; Lake 21:34; Epn. 
E:18). 

II. God', prophet, w. 13-19, It was 
Indeed dark for Ahab. He taw (r. 13) 
the host confronting him but. he alio 
heard the word of Jehovah. A* con- 
trasted with Jehovah that multitude 
was but as a handful of dust. God 
lg on the llde Of temperance. All ol 
God's .laws favor temperance- Our 
eveMlvlng . glorified leader and the 
energizing power of the holy spirit are 
the onea who ire the source of our 
victories over all principalities and 
powers <jf ci 11. Ahab'a predicament 
la answered by God's "I will deliver" 
(v. 11) and so today w* bar* hi* sure 
promise Of victory (Epn. (: 10-11). 

Ood haa today act forth his pre pheta 
(I Cor, 11: 28) to proclaim hla mes- 
sage of aalvatlon and power to over- 
come Intemperance. This la not a 
"necessary evil," Experts and scien- 
tist* have clearly demonstrated lta be- 
ing unnecessary and a drag upon so- 
ciety, and God baa taught us how to 
overcome K, Ahab'* unfortunate char- 
acter appear* at lta beat In thla story, 
but alas he and hla *ueee*aors anon 
forget the lesson. 

III. Victorious Princes, w. 16-21. To 
Ahah's question "by whom" is thla de- 
liverance to be wrought Ood answers, 
"by the young men of the prlncee of 
the provinces" (v. 14). These choice 
young fellows are muatered In, !33 of 
them, aa leaders ot an army of 7,000, 
all who could be found in the capital. 
God delights to work through young 
men I John 2:13, 14) and the pagea 
ot history are strews with the victori- 
ous achievement* of youth. 

Two-third* of Lincoln'* army were 
under twenty-one years of age at their 
enlletment; the Union wu preserved 
by an army of boys. 

Ahab himself la the leader (v. 14) 
and they began at once by carrying 
tht* battle Into tb* enemies' territory. 
Ben-hadad and hla drinking: compan- 
ions never dreamed of being attacked 
at that hour. Like Gideon and his 

*rmj these young men - smote the 
Syrian bait In overwhelming defeat. 
Israel's eoemlsa had incapacitated 
themaelve*. A drunken mob is mo 
match for even a handful of organised 
and sober men. These thirty-three 
king) cou.-t.ed their own defeat (Prov. 
«:SS-3!. Bed. 11:10; Ho*. 4:11). Beo- 
hadad's kings "who helped him" lv. 16) 
proved to be a reed for all the strength 
and support they rendered him In the 
moment of "Bli need. 

It was the young man who went 
first, e. g., struck the first Mow. Baav 
fcadad'a aelf-cocBdene* end hunting 
(v. It) la bat another Illustration ot 
tost "pride which goeth before de- 
struction" (Prov. 18:18; Lake 11:11). 

The army of Israel waa small (v. IS)

-follow them'' (t. 1»).
